Few of those wearing a sealskin 
sai i|iie have any kiiowled^'e uf the 
inoii'-s hy which the skins are 
l>re|iai'ed for use. Seen when lirst 
taken from the animal they little re- 
semble the warm, glossy skius worn 
upon onr streets, for uutil dyed and 
cured, they are uf a light brown hue, 
l oarsi! and full of sand. Heforn be- 
coming' valuable they are shaved 
down on the lle^li side until not 
tliiekcr than paper, the lon;^' liiiii'> 
are all pulled mil, ami the fiir dyi.d. 
The cost of the article is due tu the 
labor expended ii|iiin it. The raw 
skins are sold in London, where ;lii' 
lishinjris done, and then shijiped 
hark tu Ainericn, where lliey arc 
sold with a heavy duty added.' The 
killing season of Alaska begins alioiil 
the 12lh of June, and the lOO.lMKJ 
skins are usually ready forshi|iment 
a iiiiiiilh later. The work nfsluiigli- 
leiiii;; the nniniuls is dune by the 
iialives who live upon the St. I'aiil 
ami St. Cicoi'ge Islands and the pro- 
cess is an interesting one. When 
skins are vvanlcd the natives go to 
the lookericR, station themselves 
aloiii.' Ihi' sliiiri' lielweeli the seals 
ami the water, ami, al a f;iveii si^jiial, 
• pi iu;{ to ihuir feel and make as inn. Ii 
noise as |>ossiblo. The frightened 
vieiims,tirn|d as deer, then stunipeile 
ii|i the lieaeh and are driven like 
shei p n lew miles inland, until their 
l aplors attark them with hiekory 
eliih". Iti'iii^' knoi'ked senseless, they 
are slabbed with long, sharp knives, 
and tlio skins are quickly stripped 
from the bodies. Thowoi-i: is divided 
amonif the men— some knocking the 
seals down, others slnbbing them, 
and still ollier> taking' iilf the skins. 
The native Indian- iHimlirr aliiiiil 
three hundred, ami iiniier the terms 
of the lease are provided gratis by (bo 
euiiipany with warm bouses, sixty 
Ions of coal, a doctor and a sehool- 
masler, salmon, and oilier neeessilies 
and eoniforls. Kor their lalmr the 
men are paid some if KMXKI ulloyi'llier 
each season, u sum iiioie than snlli- 
eieiit to meet the limited needs of life 
in a region of amlosl perpetual foi,'s 
ami utter isoKTioii.

'I'lic farmer's son mav 
have the most iiiteHi);eiiee as a eliilil, 
hut iialiiial iiilellii^ein'c iiiiist he 
trained and eiiltivaled or it becomes 
low cunning instead of wisdom. 
The country boy has a district school, 
mil in alniosl any fashion, while the 
eily hoy lias ^'railed schools conduct- 
ed on till' wisest system. So long as 
lie is kept in the louiitry the farnii,1''s 
hoy has no show at all compared to his 
friend in town in the matter of educa- 
tion. 

We look to a man's personal 
deporlmont before wo lest his iutel- 
leetual aliililies. The fariiiei's son 
has no associates outside of his own 
class. The seiui-sulitary lifo of the 
f.irm has few reflnin'g Influences 
The work must be done whether or 
no, and farm-workers cannot oxpoel 
liiiio to enllivato soni^ and music. 
He is not brouglil into eontaet at 
cliureli socials, parlies. Iiulfjes, 
lycoums, etc., while Uie rellncd and 
ddueatotl. He grows up in his ways 
and he ramalhs thus. AVhile the 
social OOUdition of the Aiiierieaii 
farmer ia inimcasurably sniiei ior lo 
that of any similar class in any conn 
try on earth, it is not what * it could 
be made nor what it will bo fifty 
years hence. 

And now, my boy let mo say to 
you that no tnnlter what state you 
live in or what avocation yon intend 
to pursue, yon have adviintaees 
which you may not fully comprehend. 
There are no social barriers to keop 
you down. An honest, truthful, 
resiicctable boy or man can step right 
to Ihe front without cnpitul. His 
merits are recognized and rewarded 
You have advantages over the boy 
of twcnly, ten, or even live years ogo. 
Every progressive step in the conn- 
ry'sliistory helps the boy as well as 
ho man. 

Twenty years ago Hie money of 
the country was handled hy men 
whoso gray hairs were supposed to 
bo proofs of honesty, and (he husiness 
was in the hands of men past 4U. To- 
day the country is giving the boys 
golden chances. Tbey are put at the 
day-books and ledgers, at the cash 
desks, in banks and post offices, in 
po.sltions of trust and responsibility 
everywhere, and Hie active business 
is in Ihe hands of men between 25 
aud 40. But for the boys who are 
taking an active part in business to- 
day the wheels would move slowly. 
You have the advantages and op- 
portunities ; if you miss tliein it is 
your own fault.

Wlili,' slli h liii-ll, Nnw ir gi'U- 
llemeii who is represenled us heing 
oil the ''inside," know of any improp- 
er use of the State's funds by any 
State ofllclal, why didn't he give 
names and facts, of what ho is on the 
"inside'' I'f? Let him speak out. There 
arabnttwii Slate ollierrs that han- 
dle much ol the Slate funds, the Au- 
ditor and Treasurer, in fact the law 
requires that all Ihe ravomies of the 
Slate pass lliroiigh their bunds. It is 
the business of the former to see that 
the revenues of the Slateai'e promptly 
'olleeled and paid over to him, wIiihi.' 
luty is lo pay over what he receives 
to the Tircasuror.— When once in 
the custody of tlid*Treasurcr it can 
only be, lawfully, imid out ..n the 
draft or waiiaiit of the Auditor. 
Now is there a man in the Stale thai 
belives Treasurer Tale would purloin 
llio funds of tlic Slate, or that Audi- 
tor Hewitt would make fraudulent 
drafts upon ihe Treasurer. Were 
they to do sill 11 a thing Hie iraml 
would be easily di'lei leil hy any man 
of ordinary business inti lligi'iii'e by 
an insiiectlon of their hooks; and 
these books and | a:iers are exainian- 
0,1 by cominillees every ses-iou of the 
(ioiieral Assembly a;nl never has .a 
single errin', iniii'h less a Iraml been 
found to I'xisi. 

If Ihe revenues of the Slate are iii- 
Hdi'i|uale to meet the demands on the 
treusiiry, it is not the fault of the 
Atidilor. treasurer or any State of- 
llclal. The Stale officers have noth- 
ing lo do in (ixiiig the rate of taxa- 
tion 111' making llie laws 1';; which 
the inuiiey is drawn from the Treas- 
ury. Those duties are preformed by 
the (ionoral Assembly which alone 
is res^>oiisihle for any deflcit that may 
exist III the Slate's exchequer, and 
alM) for any law s that are detrinieiilal 
III the development of thi.' resourn s 
if the State and the progress of the 
people. It Is also a fkct that lexiala- 
liuii rocomnicndcil by the Governor 
or any of the Stale officials, as neces- 
sary for the public good, bare no 
more eileet on the average legislator, 
than a drop of rain di usoii the Itocky 
Moniilains. We agree with the 
Messenger's Informant on one Ppiui, 
and that is, that the financial difficul- 
ties uf the Sates can bo told in a 
'■scu!cni'o containing noKlmora than 
three words" yes tlio pridilcin can be 
correctly solved in two words hy 
exclaiming. "Incompetenl l.iegisla- 
lors." riiere it is in a nut shell.— 
Kentucky Democrat.

0 Hint, uhen making up odo'h estimoto 
of him. It was as individually ohoroo- 
t< ris io as his face or his dross, hi* way of 
Inlkingornf writuig. Itsuometl, induul. 
iiidia|K>nsable for the explanation of all 
of tliese. I found in looking liaok U|i<>n 
mv llret iutiTview with him thot rij that 

1 liad known of Oorlylo tliroiiRh others, 
or through his own books, for tneiily- 
live years, had Ikhjo utterly defective- 
iiwl loft out, iu fact, the key to hi* whole 
uatiue — iunsmiich as nohody bad evir 
descrilied to me his laugh. 

It uns not tilt' bitt-'r laugh of the 
ovuic, nor yet iUe big liodiwi laugh of 
toe burly joker ; Irani at oil was it the 
thin ami rohping eookle ot the dysjM'plie 
satirist.

"AsBossioatiou I Well, it is an un- 
pleasant word. I admit, but it means 
uotliiug more than l>lo<xlshoil, ami what 
great reform was ever accomplishtd 
vitbont bloodahed ? It oost rivers of 
Uood to emanoipkte the slaves of Amer- 
le«." 

"Tme, in that case, but the serfs of 
Ibissla were liberated without the sacri- 
Bee of a single life. " 

"Do you think the people of lioseia 
tre tree to-day 1 Ma Tbey can not be 
bought and sold like meroWidiso, but 
Ih'-y are slaves all the same. They be- 
Icjiig Ixxly and soul to the Czar, whom 
Ihey call tlio Father, and ho con dispose 
of them as ho sees tit You have hoard 
i)f Siberia. Is a uuui free when, without 
just cause and without trial, he may bu 
iHinishttd to that place ? Why, even a 
toruiguor loses his freedom tho moment 
he sets his foot on Baisi»B goil Do yon 
ttibik all exilot aw Bassiitt snbiecui? 
Nu. I, a Swiss, was in Siberia I" 

••Yon in Siberia? An exile f" 

"HOW oonld that happen}" 
"I will iA\ ^ou, because it will show 
lyon how great is the power of tho Czar 
'and how defenaeless are the people. My 
i' ratic is one in thousands, and taj soffor- 
Ings iioUiiiig a.s ninijiurod tO thogS wllicb 
uiaiiy exiles endured. 

" I was • soldier in mj joalb, ud 
terved iu many ports of the world. In 
my last ougagemont I was seferely 
woouded. It it nothing now, but for u 
liuo I was incapacitated for active mili- 
bu7 Borvice. I had always had a taste 
lor music, and bad recdTed a good mu- 
3cal education. When I retired from 
the ai my, tliorefore, I sought to support 
myself by teaching. St. 'Petersburg 
loomed to present a good field, so I went 
tb'-re. I was well supplied with letters 
of iutroduotion, wbioh prooured for me 
the influence in some of the most im- 
portant personages in Bnssin, and I had 
DO difficulty ui (J^laining pupils of liiyh 
capk. At first I taught music only, bvt 
I soou found that I could materially add 
to my income by teaohiug the English, 
French and Itoliau languages, of which 
[ had a tlioroiigb knowledge. Witliiu a 
rear I was well ostablisucd and had 
laid by a littia moDey. I had every rca- 
lon to congratnlate myself upon my po- 
lition. 

" But an evil day came. It was sit- 
tiug alone in mydittle library one even- 
ing when two agents o{ th ^ police en- 
tered and placed me imder arrest." 
" For wliat cause?" 

That was the 
question I myself asked, but it was 
many a long day before it was answered. 
The police would tell me nothing. Thpy 
limpiT buried me off to prison. Mo 
lortnal charge was pretesred against me, 
llioro was no trial, bnt in two weeks 1 
was on tho way to Siberia. It was win- 
l«r, and the journey was a terrible one. 
Jliiuk of it I Thousands of railes hi an 
'open sledge I I was taken to tiie Onk- 
|)oul mine, aod there in tlie dark, breath 
log poisonous exhalations, I worked 
with convicts of the lowest cla.s.H whilo 
a guard, armed with a whip, st^xid reudv 
toiash us if we rolaxod our eli'orts. This 
lasted for six months. I oouid not have 
stood it much longer. Alrcadjr nur 
my strength was bcginnini" to fail, al- 
tliough when I ciittii-cd tli.' mitie I was 
ss strong «s three men. I determined 
(o oseape, bnt before I had decided how 
or when, I was transferred to Irkontsk. 
Tho govornment was building roiuls and 
nfodul labort^ra. It WAS hard worli in 
the burning sun, but child's piny an com- 
pored to we mine. Alter a while tlicy 
found I was an engineer, and tlmt they 
eould make bott«-r use of my head than 
of niy hands. Fruni that time mysita- 
•tion was mucii plcjuautcr. 

"One day I found au opportunity to 
omwpe. It was in winter— my second 
winter in Siboiia. A courier was to be 
'.sent to the Czar. He was going in a 
sl<'<1ge, and was to be accomimnied [wrt 
of lliH way by a guide I hiul uiado 
bimhI use of my timo in tho engineering 
armrtneut, and knew tho route from 
Irkontsk to the frontier as well as it 
ooiild Iw loamcd from mni«, I resolved, 
if powiilile, to take the jjlocu of the 
guidi'. Fortune favored ine. The coiiriiir 
was to start early in tlie morning. Tho 
■igl t lieture, I found the guiile, plie<l 
kiu witli brandy, and left him in a 
driliikeu 8tu|>or. Before daybreak I re- 
ttirned and aroused him. flo was slill 
iut(ixiuai«d and very thirsty.

ing lioii.-e s'lii'O wo left Irkoulife T hue 
i>xi)eeU'd arrest. I fait that 1 would la 
safer without him. There wa-J one d f- 
I'tilt.v, liouever. I had very l.tlle tnone' 
— ae.iii'ely enough to keep lue i;i f od 
until Ishould roach thelrontier. But for 
tune again favor^'d me. Ameieh:intl!on;ic' 
for r.'iin, re.iiiire<l a eonveya'ieo a i.l 
'.iiiJe. and as 1 iirofe.sr.edtokiiowt^i.'i- 'Un 
try he employed inc. It woliUI tikelou 
hmg tt) tell yt,u all tlie ineid. iits oi the 
journey. Wo aiived at IVrm, not w ith 
out some diilietilty, to be sure ( l\<r I was 
very uncertain of tho ront<',) and I w.is 
well paid for my serviee.s. Fro n IVrni 
I prooeedoti alone, and idthongh I wa.<< 
viithout pivsspcii'ts or papers of any kind, 
r niai;aged to ooraploto my jonrney. 

"IsliftU never forget the d-.y I ar- 
rived in St Petersburg. It was sldl 
wi.itcr, and I was penniless, hnnfiry and 
i.'i ra^<>, but I was happy. I had formed 
iho intention of presentiti^ myself at 
tho Swiss conaulfttOj and elaiiniii'.- t!ip 
piii'eel on of tho Swiss (loveruinenf. I 
■s-xi o:. HIT way thither when I wiM ac- 
co.'i. .!l y tno iKiUcomeu. Mot sitisQed 
>vi'h niy replies to their mu'stious, they 
.u'.est. il mn. An attempt li,ul been iiinde 
(ho day before to assosiuati a high ofllu- 
iai. ami all RUiipicious chainet'rs were 
being lakeu into custody. What lliero 
wa;t ill my appearance to oicit,; suspici.^u 
I know not, for there wore thou.ands in 
St. Petersburg na raggml atnl dirty as I. 
The tlioii .'ht of r.,'tiiniii:n to pr.son, por- 
hapi ill Siberia, maddeiHi.1 ine. I re- 
sisted but was ovorpoW' red, and in a few 
miuuteiwai once mire in a dungeon. 
For a timo I gtivo way to de p^iir I 
faiieird myself again in the mine., living 
a lintrehiig death. The thoiiglit was so 
terrible that liad I not beon oliaiuud to 
the U.wr I should have oontrivod to kill 
myself. 

"I had boon in prison live days, and 
had had timo for rotleotion. I was con- 
vinced that noliody had rcoognized mo, 
and that my arrest had uo ooniictMliu 
whatever with my escape from Si' eria. 
Tliis gave me hope, and w:tli lioii" eame 
the deteruiiuatioi: to make uuotin r eflort 
for liberty. I should have appo»li>d to 
tho Swiss consid, but I knew that no 
iiessa;,'o I nii;,'ht dictate or write would 
Ih! eoiiveyed to him. At hist an idea 
nti tick nie, and I actol upon it 

■'.Viuong my pupils in former days had 
been a uticool Pnnco flortsohakolt Slie 
was a beautiful creature, yontig, accom- 
p'iisliod, and with a heart of gold. Wo 
had become very gofxl fiieuos, eonsider- 
iir^ the diilercnce in stjitioa between a 
princess and a music teaclier. I knew 
that if I eould communicate with her she 
would iLssist me, but how could I com- 
municate witli Iter ?
